UGEQ affirms support 
of Viet Nam protest

The Union Générale des Budiânli du®^^^ has re- 
atfirmed its support for a massive demonstration and 
protest against American aggression in Viet Nam, now 
re-scheduled for February 18. 



Thé decision was taken last 
night after « two-hour meeting 
-Oj^Hj^'fiCJ^ordinating com- 
mlttS^CbMCOR. 

Organizers of the demonstra- 
tion, who postponed the- ori- 
ginal February 11 date be- 
cause UGEQ's.position remain- 
ed unclear, also announced 
that Professor Staughton-Lynd 
will be the principal speaker 
at the protest meeting prior to 
the demonstration. It is ex- 
pected to be one of the largest 
ever held in Montreal. 

Staughton-Lynd recently re- 
turned from a trip to Viet 
Nam, China and the Soviet 
Union along with American 
Marxist Herbert Apthcker and 
Thomas Hayden, a past-presi- 
dent of the Students for a De- 
mocratic Society. He is one of 
the lenders of the Viet Nam 
protest movement in the U.S. 
and an Assistant. Professor of 
History at Yale University. 

Because of the one-week 
postponement, exact details of 
the protest have yet to be 
worked out. Originally, a pub- 
lic meeting was to have been 
held at Plateau Hall. Organl^^

The election 
is on Friday. The parliamcniary sitting lé on Monday. But what Is 
Model Parliament, and why is It? . 

In the past, it has been referred lo as "a game that campus 
political parties play with each qj^^;;t^_.farclcal. melodrama," or 
"idle chit chat". According to the consittutlbn'of Model Parliament, 
its objective Is "to further student knowledge- ot> contemporary 
politics and the constitutional running of theijowitry and to pro- 
mote student interest and activity in pollllS^^.: , 

The reajity of Model Parliament liés " somewhere _ bet\m 
these two opposing conceptions. 1^ aspires to the serious e^j^çf^- '; 
tional ideal and never completely reaches it. In fact, the essential 
condition for' the success of this activity is student parlicipajion. 
Without a '.éludent audience, the Model Parliament becomes |ntfle 
iiioic than a highly formal chit-chatty rewarming of talked-bul 
cold issuesj' . ,1,11! ^-v. '; . ., -. ,fl.--. 

The Dai\)i is unable to report even a representative portion of 
the debates, due to the length and complexity of the disciissions. 
No real appreciation of the session will be^hail^llhout attending 
at least one of the two Jlonday sitlingsi' Th1?'campalgn will last 
this week only, so as to concentrate student interest InfàTsHort 
period of time. There will be only two parllaiiientary sessions, 
each with a well-known and Interesting personality as Speaker of 
the House. In this way It is hoped that only the most Important 
issues will be debated and that the sittings will not be boring and , 
drawn-out. ' 

If the election and sittings succeed In enlightening those 
interested In the working of government} , If they allow those 
students concerned to demonstrate how they might run Canada's 
affairs; and if they give students an inkling of the problems faced 
by the government In trying to run the country, then Mod'el Par- 
-llament Is no mere game but a legitimate and Important campus 
i. activity. - 

Many questions will be answered by the election on Friday. 
I [^st year's cross-Canada Model Parliament results gave : 11 Liberal , 
governments, 4 Conservative and 3 New Democratic Party vic- 
tories. Is- the NDP on the upsurge? In the past years the parties 
in Ottawa .have^shown Interest In the results Inasmuch as they 
have reflccted'tlie'voting habits of the students' parents. Will (he 
students follow their parents', example of refusing a majority to 
any party ? 

Campus platforms have become Increasingly Independent of 
the national party platforms. Because of this. It Is important for 



students who intend to vote to examine carefully all the platforms 
(to be published In .the Daim and to vole accordingly and not 
according lo how you "always" vote. Model Parliament is an 
opportunity for university political parties to Introduce Ideas 
along the lines they consider Important This must be remember- 
ed by the voter in order to understand the spirit of this activity. 
Just as the election Is a direct reflection of the students' polllleal 
attitude, so~ the silting Is a demonstration of the ability and 
maturity of the student representative. Most Important It Is hoped 
that the members of parliament will respect the decision of the 
electorate and conduct the business of the House so that the 
elected government will have a Chance to present ils full pro- 
gramme for discussion. The role of the opposition parlies should 
not be to defeat the government for the sole purpose of taking 
over the reins of government. The latter course leads lo sterile 
wrangling and defeaU the educational purpose of Parliament.

Bilingualism is an Important aspect of the Federal Parliament 
which should be^tlllicd. We are attempting to give students an 
Impression of ih^Federàl system of government and so members 
should make^se of both official languages of the Canadian gov- 
ernment. In order to reflect, the bilingual nature of Parliament, 
one of the Speakers of the HouserWjll be French, the other English. 

■/An unfortunate feature tliaf has plagued past Jlodel Parlia- 
'ments Is the disrupting of debates by procedural wrangling. This 
has been due mainly to an Insufficient mastery of basic Parlia- 
mentary procedural rules by the delegates , and parly leaders. 
These members will be representing McGill students 

and are, in the eyes of the public, -rèprcsentatives of McGill 
University. In both these capacities thcy'have-a duty to learn the 
procedural rules and at the same time to refrain from Interminable 
procedural wrangling so as not lo make a hideous farce out of a 
potentially worthwhile event. . > 

The role of the Chairman of Model Parliament, as I see It, 
Is lo be an arbiter between the parties, and an interpreter of the 
established rules. As I have been appointed by the Students' 
Council, I consider myself a representative of that body and 
responsible to It. As such I .would i^jAiome any. cri^^^^^ or 
suggestions concerning the conduct of thé "Model Parliament

But democracy is only useful 
as a means to modernization, and 
is not necessarily the only means, 
since modernization- can also be 
effected under an oligarchy or a 
one-party system. ' 

He then defined what he meant 
by modernization. He said that it 
included industrialization of the 
economy, secularization of ideas 
nit|diAn increase in the standard 
nsTllvlng. 

Because such modernization is 
essentially forward-looking' and 
involves-' à -Icommitment to the 
future, Professor Castagno saidi 
it comes into conflict with the 
essentially past-based philosophy 
of the African nations. 

"In our society, the status of an 
Individual is not defined by his 
birth. But in Africa, the past is 
every tiling, and a man cannot 
move out.of the class, in which he 
wasiborn.*'.^^

New residences 
to be constructed 
at Mocdonaid 

Completion of new experi- 
mental residences for married 
students at Macdonald College 
is expected in March, Dr. H.G. 
Dion, Vice-Principal of the Col- 
lege, announced this weekend. 

The 284init motel-style build- 
ine will replace' the existing ar- 
my-^umck-stylc units erected in 
1946 for wat'-vetcran students and 
their families. 

The new project is experiment- 
al, and if it proves successful, 
more residences of the same type 
will be constructed. The building 
will have flat roofing, brick fac- 
ing, masonry vails and interior 
plaster partitions. 

Sixteen of the units will con- 
tain one bedroom and 12 will 
have two bedrooms, in addition 
to living room, dining hall, kit- 
chen and bathroom. They will be 
heated electrically and equipped 
with refrigerators, stoves and a 
communal laundry.
